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Following is the ’text of the 
Agreement • on Ending the 
War and Restoring Peace in 
Vietnam that is to he signed 
at the International Confer- 
ence Center in Paris on Sat- 
urday morning: 

The Parties participating 
in the 'Paris Conference on 
Vietnam, 

-’ With a view to ending the 
war and restoring peace in 
Vietnam on the basis of re- 
spect. for the Vietnamese 
people’s fundamental na- 
tional rights and the South 
Vietnamese people’s right to 
self-determination, and to 
contributing to the consoli- 
dation of peace in Asia and 
the world, 

Have agreed on the fol- 
lowing provisions and un- 
dertake to respect and to 
implement them: 

Chapter I 

The Vietnamese People’s 

Fundamental 
National Rights 

Article 1 * , 

The United States and all 
other countries respect the 
independence, sovereignty, 
unity, and territorial integ- 
rity of Vietnam as recog- 
nized by the 1954 Geneva 
Agreements on Vietnam. 

Chapter II 

Cessation of Hostilities— 
Withdrawal of Troops 
Article 2 

A cease-fire shall be ob- 
served throughout South Vi- 
etnam as of 2400 hours 
G.M.T., on Jan. 27, 1973. 

At the same hour, the 
United States will stop all 
its military activities 
against the territory of the 
Democratic Republic of Vi- 
etnam by ground, air and 
naval forces, wherever tljey 
may be based, and end the 
mining of the territorial 
waters, ports, harbors, and 





waterways /of the Demo^ 
cratic Republic of Vietnam. 
The United States will re- 
move, permanently deacti- 
> vate or destroy all the mines 
in the territorial waters, 
ports, harbors, and water- 
ways of North Vietnam as 
soon as this Agreement goes 
into effect. 

The complete cessation of 
hostilities mentioned in this 
Article shall be durable and 
without limit of time. 

ARTICLE 3 

[ The parties undertake to 
maintain the cease-fire and 
to ensure a lasting and sta- 
ble peace. 

As soon as the cease-fire 
goes into effect: 

(a) The United States 
forces and those of the 
other foreign countries al- 
lied with the United States . 
and the Republic of Viet- 
nam shall remain in-place 
pending the implementation 
of. the plan of troop with- 
drawal. Tbe Four-Party 
Joint Military Commission 
described in Article 16 shall 
determine the modalities. 

(b) The' armed forces of 
the two South Vietnamese 
parties shall remain in- 
place. The Two-Party Joint 
Military Commission de- 
scribed in Article 17 shall 
determine the areas con- 
trolled by each party and 
the modalities of stationing. 

(c) The regular forces of 
all services and arms and 
the irregular forces of the 
parties in South Vietnam 
shall stop all offensive activ- 
ities against each other and 




shall strictly abide by tne 
following stipulations: 

• All acts of force on the 
ground, in the air, and on 
the sea shall be prohibited; 

, # AH hostile acts, terror- 
ism and reprisals by both 
sides will be banned. 

ARTICLE 4 

The United States will not 
continue its military in- 
volvement or intervene in 
the internal affairs of South 
Vietnam.

ing of this Agreement, there 
will be a total withdrawal 
from South Vietnam of 
troops, military advisers, 
and military personnel, in- 
cluding technical military 
personnel and military per- 
sonnel associated with the 
pacification program, arma- 
ments, munitions, and war 
material of the United 
otateg and those of the 
other foreign countries mem 
tioned in Article 3 (a).

ARTICLE 7 

From the enforcement of 
the cease-fire to the forma- 


tion of the government pro- 
vided for in Articles 9 (b) 
and 14 of this Agreement, 
the two South Vietnamese 
parties shall not accept the 
introduction of troops, mili- 
tary advisers, and military 
personnel including techni- 
cal military personnel, ar- 
maments, • munitions^, and 
war material into South Vi- 
etnam. 

The two South Vietnam- 
ese parties shall be permit- 
ted to make periodic re- 
placement of armaments, 
munitions and war material 
which have been destroyed, 
damaged, worn out or used 
up after the cease-fire, on 
the basis of piece-for-piece, 
of the same characteristics 
and properties, under the 
supervision of the Joint Mil- 
itary, Commission of the two 
South Vietnamese parties 
and of the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision. 

Chapter in 

The Return of , Captured 
Military Personnel and For- 
eign Civilians, and Cap- 
tured and Detained Viet- 
namese Civilian Personnel* 
Article 8 

(a) The return of captured, 
military personnel and for- 
eign civilians of the parties 
shall be carried out simul- 
taneously with and com- 
pleted not later than the 
same day as the troop with- 
drawal mentioned in Article 
5. The parties shall ex- 
change complete lists of the 
above-mentioned captured 
military personnel and for- 
eign civilians on the day of 
the signing of this Agree- 


ment. 

,(b) The parties shall help 
each other to get informa- 
tion 'about those military 
personnel and foreign civil- 
ians of the parties missing 
in action, to determine the 
\ location and take care of the 
graves of the dead so as to 
facilitate the exhumation 
and repatriation of the re- 
mains, and to take any such 
other measures as may be 
required to get information 
about those still considered 
missing in action. 

(c) The question of the re- 
turn of Vietnamese civilian 
personnel captured and de- 
tained in South Vietnam 
will be resolved by the two 
South Vietnamese parties 
on the basis of the princi- 
ples of Article 21 (b) of the 
Agreement on the Cessation 
of Hostilities in Vietnam of 
July 20, .1954. The two 
South Vietnamese parties 
will do so fn a spirit of na- 
tional reconciliation and 
concord, with a view to end- 
ing hatred and enmity, ' in 
order to ease suffering and 
to reunite families. The two 
South , Vietnamese parties 
will do their utmost to re- 
solve this question within 
ninety days after the cease- 
fire comes into effect. 

Chapter IV 

The Exercise of the simth 
Vietnamese People's Right 
to Self-Determination. 

Article 9 V • 

The Government of the 
United States of America 
and the Government of the 
Democratic Republic of Vi- 
etnam undertake to respect 
the following principles for 
the exercise of the South. Vi- 
etnamese • people's right to 
self-determination: 

(a) The South Vietnamese 
people’s right to self-deter- 
mination is sacred, inaliena- 
ble, and shall be respected 
by all countries. 

(b) The South Vietnamese 
people sh&ll decide them- 
selves the political future of 
South Vietnam through gen- 
uinely free and democratic 
general elections under in- 
ternational supervision. 

(c) Foreign countries shall 
not impose any political 
tendency or personality on 
the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple. t ' 

ARTICLE 10 

The two South Vietnam- 
ese parties undertake to re- 
spect the cease-fire and 
maintain peace in South Vi- 


etnam, settle all matters of 
contention through negotia- 
tions, and avoid all armed 
conflict. 

ARTICLE 11 

Immediately after the 
cease-fire, the two South Vi- 
etnamese parties will: 

• Achieve national recon- 
ciliation and concord, end 
hatred and enmity, prohibit 
all acts of reprisal and dis- 
crimination against individ- 
uals or organizations that 
have collaborated with one 
side or the other; 

• Ensure the democratic 
liberties of the people: per- 
sonal freedom, freedom of 
speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of meeting, 
freedom of organization, 
freedom of political activi- 
ties, freedom of belief, free- 
dom of movement, freedom 
of residence, freedom of 
work, right to property own- 


ership, and right to free en- 
terprise. 

ARTICLE 12 

(a) Immediately after the 
cease-fire, the two South Vi- 
etnamese parties shall hold 
consultations in a spirit of 
national reconciliation and 
concord, mutual respect, 
and mutual non-elimination 
to set up a National Council 
of National Reconciliation 
and Concord of three equal 
segments. The Council shall 
operate on the principle of 
unanimity. After the Na- 
tional Council of National 
Reconciliation and Concord 
has assumed its functions, 
the two South Vietnamese 
parties will consult about 
the formation of councils at 
lower levels. The two South 
Vietnamese parties shall 
sign an agreement on the in- 
ternal matters of South Vi- 
etnam as soon as possible 
and do their utmost to ac- 
complish this within ninety 
days after the cease-fire 
comes into effect, in keeping 
with the South Vietnamese 
people’s aspirations for 

peace, independence and de- 
mocracy. 

(b) The National Council 
of National Reconciliation 
and Concord shall have the 
task of promoting the two 
bouth Vietnamese parties' 
implementation of this 
Agreement, achievement of 
national reconciliation and 
concord and ^ ensurance of 


democratic iiDerties. The 
National Council of National 
Reconciliation and Concord 
will organize the free and 
democratic general elections 
provided for in Article 9(b) 
and decided the procedures 
and modalities of these gen- 
eral elections. The institu- 
tions for which the general 
elections are to be held will 
be agreed upon through con- 
sultations between the twd 
South Vietnamese parties. 
The National Council of Na- 
tional Reconciliation and 
Concord will also decide the 
procedures' and modalities 
of such local elections as the 
two South Vietnamese' par- 
ties agree upon. 

ARTICLE 13 
The question of Vietnam- 
ese armed forces in South 
Vietnam shall be settled by' 
the two South Vietnamese 
parties in a spirit of na- 
tional reconciliation and 
concord, equality and mu- 
tual respect, without foreign 
interference, in accordance 
with the postwar situation. 
Among the questions to be 
discussed by the two South 
Vietnamese parties are steps 
to reduce their military ef- 
fectives and to demobilize 
the troops being reduced. 
The two South Vietnamese 
parties will accomplish this 
as soon as< possible. 

ARTICLE 14 

South Vietnam will pur- 
sue a foreign policy of peace 
and independence. It will be 
prepared to establish rela- 
tions with all countries ir- 
respective of their political 
and social systems on the 
basis of mutual respect for 
independence and . sover- 
eignty and accept economic 
and technical aid from any 
country with no 1 political 
conditions attached. The ac- 
ceptance of military aid by 
South Vietnam in the future 
shall come under the au- 
thority of the government 
set up after the general ele- 
tions in South Vietnam pro- 
vided for in Article 9 (b). 

Chapter V 

The Reunification of Viet- 
nam and the Relationship 
Between North and South

ARTICLE 15 

The reunification of Viet- 
nam shall be carried ' out 
step by step through peace- 
ful means on the basis of 
discussions and agreements 
hPtween North and South 


Vietnam, without coercion 
or annexation by either 
party, and without foreign 
interference.
